Patrons Bear Part of Burden With Although Not Rxed by Government

The majority of Hi is tax was 
taken in pennies, hut the sum has at 
least passed the two hundred dollar I 
mark. 
Laical theatre managers 
pay the 
tax in several ways. A one cent lax 
is due on 
a five cent ticket or on a 
ten cent ticket. 
Two 
cents is re­ 
quired for tickets between ten 
and 
twentv cents and so forth. 
In order 
to avoid some of the trouble caused 
in making change for tiHkets pf over 
ten cents, the managers include the 
war tax pf two cents in the admis­ 
sion of fifteen cents and pay the tax 
themselves. This has not been adopt­ 
ed permanently but is usually done.

success of its men, at arms.

Board and found a diminishing food 
supply. 
This made it necessary to 
organize 
both for the 
production 
and distribution of food. 
“The best system is still that of 
Germany 
with a large 
population 
and comparatively poor land. 
The 
poorest is that of Russia, who with 
her millions of fertile lands ought to 
have no food problem at all. 
We 
must either control the 
supply o 
food by using it carefully or we must 
increase wages as prices rise, in an 
effort to make one keep pace with the 
other. 
Of course, food control 
better than wage increase, for wage 
increase is a crude force which op 
crates slowly and indefinitely ant 
with great injustice and suffering to 
millions of workers. 
“The wages of many workers do 
not rise. 
Professional men, clerical 
workers and public employes are on 
the same wage scale as before the 
war when food prices were half what 
they are 
today. 
The 
intolerable 
pressure of; the food supply on the 
ordinary peaceful citizen is largely 
responsible for the condition border­ 
ing on anarchy which exists in Rus­ 
sia today. 
Therefore, food control 
is the only way out of the present 
serious situation. 
“With staple prices,\ no specula­ 
tion, and the temporary" surrender of 
individual 
trade 
advantages, 
the 
farmer is sure of prices amply high 
to encourage larger planting and live 
stock raising. 
And the same safe­
